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Mr. WHITTHORNE’s bill, introduced on Thursday, 
making the merchant marine an auxiliary to the 
Navy, is well received by most naval officers. It is 
to be regretted that it could not have appeared 
earlier in the session, when it might have stood 
some chance of becoming a law. 








THE bill conferring brevet rank on Army officers 
fer meritorious service in Indian campaigns, which 
passed the House about a fortnight ago, has been 
smothered in the Senate Military Committee, to 
which it was recently referred. They have deter- 
mined not to report it back to the Senate, and so 
ends this most meritorious measure for this Con- 


gress. 


WE are informed that the Ordnance Department 
are proposing to so alter the Springfield Rifle as to 
avoid if possible ths necessity for adopting a 
quicker firing gun in the shape of a magazine arm. 
Just what changes are in contemplation we do not 
learn. As soon as Oolonel BurrineTon, of the 
Springfield Armory, has completed some experi- 
ments he is conducting they will be announced. It 
is not expected that the gun can be made a self- 
loader, but the idea seems to be to have the breech 
block so arranged as to admit of the most rapid 
loading with the hand. General KELTON has also an 
improvement on the Springfield gun which it is 
thought possesses considerable merit. He 1s now in 
consultation with the Ordnance Department with 
regard to it. 














CaPTraIN Pope, in the interesting letter on the 
subject of the Leavenworth Prison, which appears 
elsewhere, quotes what a committee of Congress 
has to say on the subject of prison competition with 
honest labor. This is one of the cheapest and most 
demagogic of criticisms. By careful competition it has 
been shown that the production of convict labor is 
enly one-fifth of one per cent. of the total product of 
the country. The proportion of convicts to honest 
day laborers in the United States is 60,000 to 9,000,- 
000, and their earnings at an average of forty cents a 
day alittle over seven millions as compared with five 
thousand millions, that is as seven to five thousand, 
or .004. The total number engaged in gainful occu- 
pations is estimated at 17,250,000, nine millions 
constituting the actual working class, seven mil- 
lions being farmers, and 1,050,000 being employed 
in Jabor not manual. 





THE Board on the Revision of the Army Regula- 
tions has made such progress with its work as to 
warrant the belief that it will be ready for the 
printer by the end of the fiscal year, six months 
earlier than originally anticipated. It is also ex- 
pected that the book will be reduced considerably 
below the size at first proposed. General Benér 
Says it can be brought down to at least one-fourth 
its present dimensions. The full Board meets three 
times a week now. Colonel Oris and Lieutenant 
Davis, the recorder, are constantly at work. The 


board will shortly be called upon'to consider the ad- 
visability of revising the paragraph prohibiting in- 
spections, boards, etc.,on Sundays, the Presbyte- 
rian Ministerial Association, of Baltimore, having 
recently appointed a committee to ask all similar

and many others are quoted as favoring the obser- 
vance of the Sabbath in the military services. 
When the papers have reached the President they 
will, no doubt, be referred to the board for action. 








THE Senate, Feb. 9, passed the bill, H. R. 633, al- 
lowing Major G. W. CanpEg, Paymaster, U.S. A., 
$2,650 for money stolen from him at Fort Arbuckle, 
I. T., in 1869, provided the Court of Claims finds 
that the loss was without fault or negligence on the 
part of the officer. Why would it not be well to 
make this principle of general application and pass a 
law authorizing the Court of Claims to relieve from 
responsibility any officer of the Army or Navy who 
can show that he has suffered the loss of public 
money without neglect or negligence on his part ? 
As it will be necessary even then to go to Congress 
for an appropriation to pay the judgment that body 
will have an opportunity to review the case, if it 
thinks proper. Ifit should refuse or neglect to vote 
the money it will not be the first time a creditor of 
the Government has been unable to collect a judg- 
ment of the Court of Claims, because of the laches 
of Congress. 








THE appointment of Captain A. W. GREELY as 
Chief Signal Officer, with the rank of Brigadier 
General, is some compensation for the hardships he 
has undergone in the Arctic seas. His long experi- 
ence in the Signal Service makes him familiar with 
his new duties, and his intelligence and amiability 
will restore to the Signal Service the popularity it 
has lost of late years, and lessen the pressure upon 
Uongress to transfer it from the War Department to 
some civil branch of administration. General 
GREELY entered the military service as private in 
the 19th Mass. in 1861, so that he will share with 
General Drum the honor of having risen from that 
rank tothe crade of general officer in the Reg- 
ular Service. He is still a comparatively young 
man, but the exposure and hardship which he has 
undergone have so affected him physically that his 
long continuance on active duty is problematic. His 
appointment, even with the possibility of speedy 
retirement, will give satisfaction to all but those 
who have other plans with reference to the Sig- 
nal Corps. It has been received ina way that in- 
dicates popular approval of the President’s action, 
which was unexpected. 








THE bill to establish the order of promotion in the 
Medical Department of the Army, was passed by 
the Senate on Thursday, and only requires the Pre- 
sident’s signature now to become a law. When it 
has been signed, the Medical nominations, which 
have been pending in the Military Committee since 
the beginning of the session, will be withdrawn and 
the list rearranged to conform to the pew law. The 
bill provides: ‘‘That assistant surgeons of the 
Army appointed under the act approved July 28, 
1866, who have served 20 years, shall be nominated 
and, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, appointed to the office of surgeon with the 
rank of major, to date from the completion of such 
service ; and said service shall be estimated as is 
now done in computing service for longevity pay, 
except that service under present commission shall 
be counted from the date of said commission ; Pro- 
vided, That no such assistant surgeon shall be pro- 
moted unless he has been examined aud found qual- 
ified for promotion by a duly consti. ated examining 
board, in accordance with existing law: And pro- 





vided further, That the whole number of officers in 
the Medical Department shall not be increased by 
this act.” 





THE action of President CLEVELAND in vetoing 
the Dependent Pension Bill will meet with the ap 
proval of the self-respecting members of the class 
of Union soldie:s and sailors for whose benefit it 
was supposed to be intended. This bill undertakes 
to establish the vicious principle of granting a pen- 
sion to every one who can show three months’ ser- 
vice and subsequent disability, without requiring 
him to establish any relationship between the ser- 
vice and the disability. It thus deprives the pen- 
sion of its honorable character and gives the 
** coffee-coolers”” of the war, the bounty jumpers 
and the Army frauds of every kind and condition a 
great advantage over honest men in obtaining pen- 
sions. $808,624,811 was expended for peusions 
from 1861 to July 1, 1886, and $75,000,000 is ap- 
propriated for this year ; 365,763 pensioners were 
on the roll July 1, 1886, the whole number of pen- 
sions granted being 561,576, ranging from $1 to 
$100 a month, 131 different rates having been estab- 
lished. These facts are cited in the President’s 
message to show that the country has not heen ne 
glectful of the claims for war service. Whatever 
further legislation is required, it is going too far to 
provide, as the yetoed bill does, for enlisted men 
whe have aot suffered the ieast injury, disability, 
loss or damage of any kind incurred in or in any 
degree referable to their military service, including 
those who never reached the front at all and those 
discharged from rendezvous at the close of the war 
if discharged three months after enlistment. 








THE Committee on Naval Affairs has introduced 
a measure into the Naval Appropriation BiJl which 
will commend it to every right-thinking observer of 
our immediate past in naval matters, and its pas- 
sage will tend to undo a wrong which was slowly 
wrecking the efficiency of the U.S. Navy. The 
measure referred to is that changing the course of 
study at the Naval Academy from six to four years, 
and abrogating that part of the law of 1882 which 
proposed to instil into the adolescent cadet the 
knowledge sufficient to make him a “ jack-of-all- 
trades.” The present First Olass of the Academy 
when graduating in June will be appointed to va- 
cancies occurring during the present fiscal year, and 
those for whom there is no vacancy at that time 
will be discharged with one year’s sea pay. Such 
of the present Second Class as pass the June ex- 
amination will be divided into two divisions before 
the opening of the next Acalemic year. The first 
division will pursue a course of studies to fit them 
for the line, and the second will study for the en- 
gineer corps, the class being divided according to 
the vacancies in the two branches of the Service. 
The present First Class and the two classes now at 
sea will in June compete for the vacancies of this 
year, so that the Academy may open next year 
under the new law making the course but four 
years long. The reduction of the course to four 
years will increase the chances for appointment, 
and will give an opportunity to a greater number 
of young men to receive a good education, though 
they do not succeed in winning commissions. The 
change will cause an annual saving of $20,000, be- 
cause, under the clause, the course at sea will not 
continue, and the payment to discharged graduates 
of one year’s sea pay will cease.

They are going 
there to get a glimpse of the life, habits customs and 
government of the Indians, ard to become ac- 
quainted with the system of military reservations.

S. Mosby—the ex- guerrilla chieftain—fell asleep in a 
railroad car and was robbed of a travelling bag con- 
taining his dress suit and manuscript lecture. It 
hurt his feelings, aud when he next visited Wash- 
ington he told Senator Beck that be didn't expect 
such treatment in Kentucky, and felt as though he 
had been wounded in the house of bis friends. 
“Why,” he added, “I didn’t suppose that there was 
a single thief in Kentucky!’ “There izn't,’’ rephed 
the blue-grass Congressman, ‘‘ but you see you were 
right in John Morgan’s track; and I must say he 
rather demoralized our people!” 


GENERAL R. C. SCHENCK, in a recent article on the 
late Major-General David Hunter, U. S. A., says: 
* No juster, truer picture could_be drawn than that 
which came from the pen of Halpine, who served 
long on Hunter’s staff, in close and vonfidential daily

RECENT DEATHS. 


COLONEL JAMES WALLACE, a distinguished citizen 
of Marylund and fatber-in-law of Lieut. Samuel A. 
Graham, U. 8. Navy, died in Baltimore, Feb. 12. He 
was a close friend of the late Governor Hicks, of 
Maryland, and at his solicitation accepted a commis- 
sion and raised the Ist Regiment, U. 8. Volunteers, 
of Maryland, in the late war. He was engaged in 
military duty on the eastern shore of Maryland and 
Virginia from the organization of the regiment to 
1863, and also participated in the battle of Gettys- 
burg. in 1863 Colonel Wallace resigned and resumed 
the practice of law. Colonel Wai was married 
Dec. 12, 1843, to Annie E., daughter of the late Dr. 
Francis P. Phelps, who survives her husband. He 
also leaves four children, James Wallace, Jr., of 
Cambridge, a daughter, who w the wife of Lieut. 
Samuel A. Graham, U. 8. N., another daughter, the 
wife of D’Arcy P. Bryan, of Baltimore, and Miss 
Myra Wallace, unmarried. 


Dr. THos. GREEN SEARS HEROD, who died recently 
at Shawueetown, [iL, aged 76, seems to have had a 
remarkable career. In 1839 he settled in Shawnee- 
town, where seven years luter he organized a com- 
pany for the Mexican service, In 1861 he raised a 
company, which became attached to the 18th Regt., 
and a second one, which joined the 6th Illinois Cav- 
any. He served as Captain and subsequently Major, 
aod distinguished himself by reckless bravery. In 
1863 he had a dispute with Lieut.-Col. Loomis, who 
had been promoted over him. He demanded an 
apology from Loomis, and this being refused, shot 
him several times, inflicting fatal injuries. For this 
he was arrested and _ soned at Memphis, and 
was sentenced to deatb, but President Lincoln com- 
muted the sentence to ten years’ imprisonment, and 
after he had served a year President Johanson par- 
doned him. 


Mr. Wa. Tomson, father of Paymaster W. J. 
Thomson, U. 8. N., who died at Washington, D. C., 
Feb. 5, aged 70, was for many years a member of the 
journalistic profession, and rendered good service 
in that connection during the Mexican War. He 
leaves a widow, two sons aud two daughters.

THE FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


House bills granting — of way for military 

purposes through the Fort Meade and Whipple Bar- 

racks wilitary reservation, neguretng captured 
roperty now stored in the vaults of the Treasu 

o the proper owners, and settling with the Terri- 
tory of Dakota for ordnance stores were passed by 
the Senate on Thursday. 

A e number of House bills for relief of volun- 
teer officers and soldiers received favorable action 
by the Senate Military Committee on Tuesday. A 
favorable report was also made on the House bill 
returning to the proper owners the ** Twigg swords.” 

The Senate on Friday passed the House bill cor- 
recting the status of Capt. Edward G. Fechet, 8th 
Cavalry. 

A majority and minority report were presented 
on Friday by the House Naval Committee on the 
Senate bill to increase the pay of Enusigns. The 
majority favor the House measure, which allows 
$1,700 per annum when on sea duty, and the minor- 
ity the bill as passed by the Senate, fixing Ensigns’ 
sea-pay at $1,600. 

Senator Hale, from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, has reported favorably a bill providing that 
any officer who, after having been twenty years in 
the Naval Service, may be placed on the retired lst 
of the Navy by reason of physical defect, not a dis- 
qualification at the time of entry irto the Service, 
but subsequently made so, shall be held to be re- 
tired for disability incident to the Service. 

The bill authorizing the United States to accept 
the sword of Captain Samuel Chester Reed, ten- 
dered as a gift by his son, has passed the Senate and 
received a favorable report from the House Naval 
Committee. Thesword referred to is now with the 
Chairman of the House Naval Committee. 

The House Naval Committee has adopted an 
amendment to the bill tor relief of cadet engineers, 
now on the calendar, woqueing that five vacancies, 
which existed on June 13 last, shall be given to sur- 
plus graduates of that date. 

The House Military Committee has reported ad- 
versely the resolution calling on the War Depart- 
ment for information in relation to the U. 8. cav- 
alry troops firing uj-on certain persons in the Indian 
ow.

The House Committee on Appropriations has re- 
ferred to the sub-Committee on Fortifications, com- 
posed of Messrs. Forney.

PROVIDING FOR OUR NEW NAVY. 


FoLLowiIne are the texts of the Cameron and 
Hale bills to increase the Naval Establishment, 
passed by the Senate on Wednesday and Thursday: 


8S. 3286, Mr. Cameron. That the President is hereby 
authorized to have constructed, by contract, ten protected 
steel cruisere, with such’armament for each as the Navy De- 
partment may deem suitable, each of said vessels to have a 
maximum speed of not less than 20 knots over the measured 
mile, such speed to be exhibited under such test or tests end 
conditions as the Navy Department may impose. The 
cost of all of said cruisers, in the aggregate, complete, 
exclusive of armament, shall not be more than $15,000,000, 
which sum is hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be available during 
five years from March 4, 1887. 

Sec. 2. That in the construction of the aforesaid vessels 
all of the provisions of the act of August 3, 1886, entitled 
“ An act to increase the Naval establishment,” as to material 
for said vessels, their engines, boilers and machinery, the 
contracts under which they are built, the notice of and pro- 
posals for the same, the ns, drawings and specifications

‘As torpedo-boats can be speedily built when needed, the 
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committee have thought best to recommend the buildirg of 
only one at this time to serve as a pattern, in case a large 
number should be needed hereafter. 

The pneumatic-dynamite gun torpedo-boat, now being 
constructed by the Government, promises to be a most ter- 
rible and effective engine of modern warfare, and will prob- 
ably supersede all other types of the larger torpedo-boat, in 
case the expectations of the inventor and the Navy Depart- 
ment are realized when the vessel is completed and tested. 

At least a year must elapse after the close of this Congress 
before a bill can be properly considered and passed author- 
izing the construction of wat vessels, therefore your com- 
mittee urges upon the House with the greatest possible 
earnestness the necessity for providing at once for building 
the vessels suggested in the substitute. 

The bills which this is fintended to supersede are

THE OLD, OLD STORY. 


In the book published by Col. Seaton, of the Eng- 
lish Army, appears a story of a captain in the East 
India Company's service which will be a sad re- 
minder to many of experiences nearer home. He en- 
tered the East [ndia Company’s service at the age of 
17; he was a fine, tall, handsome youth, with a 
cheerful, lively temperament, a kind heart, and an 
amiable disposition. His society was much sought 
after,and at atime when excessive drinking was 
considered a mark of sociability, be drank as hard 
as any to merit the reputation of being a good fel- 
low. His genial and generous disposition led him to 
give parties in returt and, once launcbed into the 
career of extravagance and pleasure, he quickly be- 
came involved in a labyrinth of debt. From bad he 
got to worse, lost his self-respect, drank to drown 
care, and rapidly became a regular toper. Being 
ordered into action, he sat down and cried; his 
animal courage was gone, drink had destroyed his 
nerve, and so debasing is the influence of babitual 
intoxication that all sense of shame even had de- 
parted also. He was invalided and an old attached 
servant when his pay became due received it, paid 
all bis master’s small expenses, and with the balance 
bought some cheap country arrack, which be used 
toserve out to his master in certain proportions, 
but the unfortunate man would drink his two yA 
allowance at once, get drunk, go into his teut, lie 
down and sieepit off. One day, baving go! a littie 
extra grog, he soon became drunk as usual, and 
went into his tent, which was carefully closed. As 
he did not appear again after 43 hours had elapsed, 
lns servant went in, and found his unhappy master 
not only dead and cold, but covered with thousands 
of ants which were literally eating him up.

SOLDIERS IN CIVIL OFFICE. 


_ In aletter dated Sept. 1, 1885, to J. C. Derby, and 
ust published, Jefferson Davis says of remarks by 
obert Toombs in a reported interview : 


_. The logic of Gen. Toombs’s remarks will hardly commend 
itself to a severe aualysis. The conclusion to be drawn from 
his view would be that a military education unfitted a man 
for military command, but qualified bim for civil adminis- 
tration, and hence it would follow that graduates of the 
Military Academy should only be employed as civil magis- 
trates, and that Generals for the Army should be sought for 
in the literary colleges, or perbaps in the theological semi- 
naries. We had many distinguished Generals whose pre- 
vious life had been passed, as we have some eminent Bishops 
who were bred as soldiers, but not, therefore, in either one 
case or the other. 

With characteristic consistency he finds the two men fitted 
to be President of the Confederacy among the graduates of 
West Point. So far very good for his theory, but then he 
finds Gen. U. S. Grant the greatest soldier produced by the 
war. He was alsoa graduate of our Military Academy. I 
might retort on Mr. Toombs’s criticism of myself as a civil 
executive by reciting his career as a soldier, but I forbear.

I FrInpD the old U.S. reservation here a remarkably 
interesting spot. It was named Fort Brooke, for 
Gen. Brooke, whose acquaintance I first_made at 
Mackinac in 1831. In 1834, visiting Fort Howard, I 
found Gen. Brooke in command there. An infant 
of his died, and it was my privilege to officiate at its 
burial. It was my pleasure also to christen the 
daughters of Lieut. Marcy, one of which became 
Mrs. Gen. Geo. B. McClellan. 

I find now also that that three of the officers that 
commanded at Fort Dearborn during my minority 
in the First Chucch in Chicago in the years 1833-4-5 
lost their lives in connection with theSeminole war. 
The wives of these officers were members of that 
First Presbyterian Church. The officers were Majors 
John Fowle, De Lafayette Wilcox, and John Green. 
Major Fowle on his way from West Point to Florida 
died through the explosion of a steambeat boiler at 
Cincinnati, Obio, in 1835. Major Wilcox, an elder of 
that church at its origin, died of disease at Palatka, 
Florida, in 1842, and Major Green at Tallahassee in 
1840, also from sickness; showing an oft-asserted 
fact, that many more persons in war die of disease 
than are siain in battle. The widow of Major Fowle, 
I think, is still living, and his only child, who accome 
panied her parent and myself from Fort Brady to 
Chicago in 1833 is Mrs. Henry F. Durant, who, with 
her honored husband, planned for, founded, and 
supported the Wellesley female College fifteeu years 
ago, which she still plans for and aids as at first, in 
its grand. almost unrivalled Christian educational 
work.

MEXICAN PENSION BILL. 
Pe following is the text of the Mexican Pension 
ill: 


Pe it enacted, etc., That the Secretary of the Interior be, 
and he is hereby, authorized and directed to place on the 
pension roll the names of the surviving officers and enlisted 
men, including marines, militia and volunteers, of the Mili- 
tary and Naval Services of the United States, who being 
duly enlisted, actually served sixty days with the Army or 
Navy of the United States in Mexico, or op the coasts or 
frontier thereof, or en route thereto, in the war with that 
nation, or were actually engaged in a battle in said war, and 
were nenesaliy discharged, and to such other officers and 
soldiers and sailors as may have been personaily named in 
any resolution of Congress for any specific service in said 
war, and the surviving widow of such officers and enlisted 
men: Provided, That such widows have not remarried: 
Provided, That every such officer, enlisted man, or 
widow who is or may become sixty-two years of age, or who 
is or may become subject to any disability or dependency 
equivalent to some cause prescri or recognized by the 
pension laws of the United States as a sufficient reason for 
the allowance of a pension, shall be entitled to the benefits 
of this act; but it shall not be held to include any person 
not witbin the rule of age or disability or dependence herein 
defined, or who incurred such disability while in any manner 
voluntarily engaged in or aiding or abetting the late rebel- 
lion against the authority of the United States. 

Sec. 2. That pensions under section one of this act shall be 
at the rate of eight dollars per month, and payable only 
from and after the passage of this act, for and during the 
natural lives of the persons entitled thereto, or during the 
continuance of the disability for which the same shall be 
granted: Provided, That section ove of this act shall not 
apply to any person who is receiving a pension at the rate 
of eight dollars per month or more, nor to any person re- 
ceiving a persion of less than eight dollars per month, ex- 
cept for the difference between the pension now received (if 
less } 7 eight dollars per month) and eight dollare per 
month. 

Sec. 3. That before the name of any person shall be placed 
on the pension roll under this act, proof shall be made, 
under such rules and rer as the Secretary of the 
Interior may prescribe. of the right of the applicant toa 

ension; and any person who shall falsely and corruptly 

ke any oath required under this act shall be deemed guilty 
of perjury ; and the Secretary of the Interior shall cause to 
be stricken from the pension roll the name of any person 
whenever it shall be made to appear by proof satisfactory 
to him that such name was put upon such roll through false 
and fraudulent representatious, and that such person is not 
entitled to a pension under this act. The loss of the certifi- 
cate of discha sball not deprive any person of the bene- 
fits of this act, but other record evidence of enlistment and 
service and of an honorable discharge may be deemed suffi- 
cient: Provided, That when any person bas been granted a 
land-warrant, under any act of Congress, for and on account 
of service in the said war with Mexico, such grant shall be 
ma facie evidence of his service and honorable discharge; 
ut such evidence shall not be conclusive, and may be re- 
pam evidence that such land-warrant was improperly 
granted. 

Sec. 4. Tbat the pension laws now in force which are not 
inconsistent or mm conflict with this act are hereby made a 
part of this act, so far as they may be applicable thereto. 

Sec. 5. That section 4716 of the Revised Statutes is hereby 
repealed so far as the same relates to this act or to pension- 
ers under this act. 

Sec. 6. That the provisions of this act shall not apply to 
oy poco while under the political disabilities imposed by

Tue General Court-martial for the trial of Major 
F. W. Benteen, 9th Cav., convened this date. It is 
presumed that the trial will last at least two weeks. 
The number of witnesses to be called, both for the 
prosecution and defence, is about twenty-five. The 
capital charges against Major Benteen are ** Conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman” and “Con- 
duct to the prejudice,” etc. No idea of what the 
outcome of the trial will be can as yet be formed, 
but Major Benteen, together with his counsel, Lt.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


Pvt. Frank Hook, Troop K, 2d Cay.,seems from G, C.-M. O. 
4, D. Cal., 1887, to have indulged in anirregular epistolary 
correspondence with his regimental commander, retiecting 
upon his troop commander, which resulted in a sentence to 
forfeiture of $30 and_confinement at hard labor for three 
months. Maj.-Gen. Howard, however, says: “* The review- 
ing officer is, however, not satisfied concerning the intent of 
the accused in this case. The evidence adduced shows that 
bis statements were exaggerated and in some particulars, 
calculated to give to the regimental commander an unfay- 
orable opimon of his troop commander, and further, his 
second communication, as it contained new matter, should 
bave been sent through the proper channels, yet the specifi- 
eations in their severity do not seem to be fully sustained ; 
therefore, believing that the accused has already undergone 
sufficient punishment for the offences actually committed, 
= sentence is remitted, and Pvt. Hook will be restored to 
uty.’ 


In a recent case at Fort Davis, Tex., the reviewing author- 
ity, Gen. D. 8, Stanley, says: The sentence does not comply 
with the pe 4 pny of tke 17th Article of War. This ar- 
ticle is mandatory on a Court-ma: , in so far as to require 
it to sentence a soldier who is found guilty of violating it, 
to “suffer such stoppages, not ex ing one-half of his 
current pay, as a Court-martial may deem sufficient for re- 
pairing the loss or damage.” The part of thesentence relat- 
ing to a stoppage, is not given asa punishment, but as a re- 

to the United States. R.S. Sec. 4818, states 
that, “all stoppages or fines adjudged inst soldiers by 
sentence of Courts-martial, over and above any amount 
that may be due for the reimbursement of Government or 
of individuals,” are set apart for the support of the Soldier’s 


ome. 

This statute isin accord with the provisions of the 17th 
Article of War, and under it, all fines inflicted by sentence 
of a Court-martial, and all stoppages in excess of the 
amount necessary for reimbursement, inure to the benefit 
of the Home. 

Shonpages inflicted by sentence of a Court-martial, under 
the 17th Article of War, inure to the benefit of some depart- 
ment of the Government, 

As far as the prisoner himself is concerned, it is immater- 
ial whether his pay is taken from him asa fine or a stop- 
page; but a Court-martial is not justified in disobeying the 
provisions of the 17th Article of War, when it has found a 
prisoner guilty of a violation of it, by sentencing him to for- 
teit all his pay by fine, and thus prevent a reimbursement to 
the Government. 

After the Court-martial had provided for the proper stop- 

P etc., for losing or selling the Government property, 
it should have pi ed to inflict such punishment as it 
deemed proper, for the other offences of which it has found 
this man guilty. 
Copan punishment may still be legeliy inflicted as a 
punishment fora violation of the L7th Article of War, but 
in view of the form of sentence recommended by the Lieu- 
tenant-General, in Circular 2, Adjutant-General’s Office, 
1884, it ought not to be inflicted. 

The same sentence may involve a stoppage. a fine, an im- 
prisonment, and a dishonorable discharge. The tenor of the 
argument of the court, when its attention wa; called to the 
error that had been made, was, that if the sentence inflicted 
a stop of one-half the monthly pay, that the other half 
would go to the prisoner, is fallacious, unless the court 
failed to inflict a fine. Nor does the fact pointed out by the 
court, that another Court-martial had also made the same 
mistake, do away with the requirements of law. 

When the attention of a Court-martial is called to an omis- 
sion of a matter required by law and hy yen gs or- 

rs in pursuance of law, and which is not left to the 
judgment and conscience of the members, it should 
at once to supply the omission and try to excuse it by 
foolish arguments. (G. C.-M. O. 7, D. Texas, 1887.)

Mr. BouTELLE’s resolution calling upon the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for a list of employees in the several 
Navy yards, rates of compensation, number dis- 
charged, etc., during the ay ending Jan. 1, 1887,

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THE MODERN SYSTEM OF COAST DEFENCE. 


THERE is reason in the claim of the House Com- 
mittee that the expenditures for harbor defence 
should be entrusted toa mixed board. The defence 
of a seaport involves questions of engineering and 
ordnance, of submarine mining and torpedo attack 
and of mixed military and Naval operations, which 
forbid that it should be controlled by a specialist in 
any one of these lines. The ideal administration 
would be that of a single man, thoroughly experi- 
enced in the art of war, and with sufficient judgment 
and open-mindedness to be able to avail himself of 
the knowledge of all specialists in developing a sys 
tom which shall co-ordinate their variousefforts. In 
default of this, such a board as is proposed by the 
House Committee would scem to be the next best 
thing. In England they have a Director of Works for 
Fortification, a position which has been held until 
lately by Sir ANDREW CLARKE, whose advanced 
views on the subject of coast defence are presented 
in a lecture delivered before the Royal United Ser- 
vice Institute on Dec. 8, by one of his assistants, 
Colonel Scuaw, R. E., and published in the last 
number of the ‘‘Journag” of the Institute. Asstated 
by himself in the debate on the lecture, the policy 
which has guided Sir ANDREW for four years ‘is to 
think first of all of the power of offence given in 
the gun, and then afterwards to make the best and 
simplest arrangements possible to protect the gun 
and the men who fight the gun.” In view of the 
impossibility of obtaining finality with reference to 
the questiou of armor he urged ‘‘that not one single 
farthing should be spent on ironclad forts until 
we have got the guns necessary to arm the existing 
defences of the Empire.” The balance of opinion 
at the present time, we are told by Colonel Scuaw, is 
in favor of retiring the guns from the coast-line and 
placing them widely—about 200 feet —apart, and 
concealing their positions as much as possible by 
assimilating them to their surroundings, selecting, 
if possible, positions which have backgrounds 
against which the guns and works will not show up 
from the sea. On this principle most of England’s 
new defences have been designed under the direc- 
tion of Sir ANDREW, who has consistently advo- 
cated the principle of dispersion and concealment 
of guns, as against concentration and protection by 
iron or masonry. 

‘The late advances in artillery,” says Colo- 
nel ScHaw, ‘‘have now rendered masonry alto- 
gether inadmissible, and we are driven to cover 
our guns either by iron or by earth, using concrete 
in some cases to a limited extent. [Earth is the 
favorite whenever it can be used on account of iis 
cheapness.” Colonel ScHAw lays stress upon the 
importance of high angle fire and the heavy rifled 
howitzer as au important weapon for coast defence. 


‘If the penetrating power of howitzer shells fired at 


high angles and with comparatively low velocity is 





small, so is the defensive resistance of the ships’ 
decks against which this fire is directed. It is ex- 
pected that 9in. or 10-in. shells will pierce the 
three or four inches of steel, which is the practical 
limit of deck defence, and produce a most destruc- 
tive effect by bursting in the ship among the men 
aud guns, Experiments to determine this question 
are now being made. The submarine mine is an- 
other effective weapon for the defence as “no 
modern fleet would risk the terrible danger of 
running through a channel defended by submarine 
mines until those mines had been in some way ren- 
dered harmless. The experiences at Milford Haven 
are analyzed to show the elements of unreality 
which so favored the attack as to make them alto- 
gether misleading. The general deduction drawn 
from these experiments is that the naval organiza- 
tion for attack is excellent, while there is no cor- 
responding military organization for defence.” A 
general who can handle infantry, cavalry and artil- 
lery with ease and skill must inevitably be quite at 
sea when suddenly placed in command of a semi- 
naval attack. 

The results of the system of position finding, and 
the concentration of fire by electric orders from 
observing stations, are described by Colonel Scuaw- 
“This system,” he says, ‘‘is no longer a project, but 
an accomplisbed fact, which I have witnessed in 
successful operation, and which I hope may soon be 
applied to every important battery we possess. The 
result of such firing as compared with the old inde- 
pendent firing, at ranges estimated by guessing, and 
at swiftly moving objects, is as different as light 
from darkness, and the percentage of hits will be 
probably increased tenfold. The reduced number 
of guns now adopted for coast defence purposes is 
thus fully justified by the increased efficiency re- 
sulting from this system of position firing.” As to 
the use of iron, Sir ANDREW CLARKE and his late as- 
sistant did not quite agree, and the former criticized 
what he regarded asa departure from the princi- 
ples laid down by Colonel ScHaw in the rec- 
ommendatior, in a description given of an ideal de- 
fence of Plymouth, that recourse shoald be again 
had to iron. Colonel S. explained that his estimate 
for an ideal defence ‘“‘were based upon the supposi- 
tien happily, far from the truth, that no defences 
were in existence there.” ‘*We must be prepared,” 
he said, ‘‘to mount guns not only in earthen bat- 
teries, but also behind iron when such protectiou 
was needed,” which was when earth could not be 
had. In summing up the discussion, General 
Nicuotson, I. G. of Fortification, who presided, 
said: ‘‘We cannot find sites which are always 
adapted to hydro-pneumatic guns. Sites and places 
and fixtures for guns must always depend upon sta- 
tion and condition.” Admiral Sir Cooper KeEy 
said: ‘I have long been of the opinion that by 
separating or isolating guns, instead of blocking 
them together in forts, as we were formerly in the 
habit of doing, and as we have done somewhat of 
late years, we have the very best possible defence 
against attack by ships, such guns being in earth- 
works mounted en barbette at heights from 100 to 
800 feet above the sea, and placed where no two 
guns can be aimed at by the same gun. 








THE EADS SHIP RAILWAY. 

Tue Senate have thoroughly debated this week 
the scheme of Mr. Eads for a ship railway across 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, passing on Thursday the 
bill authorizing its construction. Mr. Hoar said of 
it: ‘‘If it be practicable it solves a difficult interna- 
tional problem; it shakes off all the fetters of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty; it brings Asia and South 
America close to our own Atlantic ports; it brings 
California and Oregon closer to Europe; it makes a 
vast saving, and gives a vast advantage to Ameri- 
can commerce; it gives us a short sea passage, and 
with a ship canal across Florida, a passage in large 
part inside and land-locked around our whole coast 
from the Saint Johns to Puget Sound; and it cannot 
fail to draw closely the bonds of intercourse with 
the neighboring Republic of Mexico. The route 
will be under the protection of a strong and sub- 
stantial power, upon whose neutrality no govern- 
ment can intrude without flagrant violation of the 
law of nations and shocking the opinion of man- 
kind; we can move troops to its protection when 
called upon by Mexico over alan route with abund- 
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ant railroad service, by lines easy to be defended (it 

is within 200 miles of Vera Cruz and 300 of the City 

of Mexico itself); the forces that defend it will 

be stationed in a healthful climate; and it will com- 
plete the control of the Gulf of Mexico by these two 
allied and friendly republics.” As to its practica- 
bility Mr. Hoar cited eminent authorities, both 

practical and scientific, who approve the plan of the 
ship railway. ‘‘ At their head is the distinguished 
name of Sir Edward J. Reed, K. C. B., late chief 
constructor of the British Navy. He is supported 
by Mr. Barnaby, the present chief constructor of 
the British Navy; by Mr. John, for many years 
scientific adviser of Lloyds; by Mr. Fowler, lately 
president of the Instituto of Engineers in England, 
by Mr. Luyster, engineer-in-chief of the Liverpool 
docks; by Mr. Wiliams, an eminent civil engineer; 
by Mr. Olark, chief assistant of Stevenson in build- 
ing the bridge at the Menai Straits; by Emmerson, 
Murgatroyd and Oo., constructors of the great 
hydraulic docks at Malta and Bombay; by William 
Pearce, builder of many of the largest and finest 
steamers afloat; and by numerous American engi 

neers and constructors, including Hartt, Fernald, 
Suter, Fuertes, Gillmore, Beauregard, Whitcomb, 
Barkley, and Corttell. Of all these the testimony 
is quoted or reported in full by the committee. 
With the exception of the construction of the Moni- 
tor and the famous naval engagement which saved 
our Atlantic cities from the Merrimac in the late 
war, I am not aware that any military or naval or 
national triumph has been accomplished which has 
been due purely to the genius of the inventors of 
America; and I confess I hail with peculiar pleasure 
the fact that from the South, from the West, from 
the valley of the Mississippi, there comes up this 
scheme, due to a genius which has already achieved 
the two greatest engineering triumphs of the age, 
which promises to confer a new glory on the Ameri- 
can character by a triumphon a still larger scale.” 
The bill as passed incorporates Captain Eads and 
eighty others as a body politic, under the title of 
the Atlantic and PacificShip Railway Company; the 
stock is not to exceed $100,000,000, and when 10 
per cent. of it issubscribed and paid for a meeting 
of stockholders is to be held in New York and 
Washington to elect directors. If this not accom- 
plished in two years the charter is to expire by limi. 
tation. 








No one scems to know what Mr. RANDALL’s inten- 
tions are concerning the Fortification bill now in 
conference, and it is assumed that its fate is in his 
hands. It is probable that an appropriation of eight 
or ten millions will be allowed in some form. The 
Naval Committee of the House has reported asa 
substitute for sundry bills the Thomas bill, which 
authorizes the building of two steel cruisers, four 
steel gunboats and one steel torpedo boat, at a total 
cost of $4,900,000, not including armament, and 
makes an appropriation of $2,450,000. As the Sen- 
ate is favorably disposed towards such measures it 
will doubtless pass this bill perhaps with amend- 
ments. The Naval Appropriation bill, already re- 
ported, provides for the completion of the five double- 
turreted monitors, the four vessels authorized by the 
act of Marsh 3, 1885, and their armament, and for 
procuring and testing the armor for the ves- 
sels authorized by the act of August 3, 1886, 
making a total of $8,628,362 to be expended in 
the completion and armament of vessels now 
authorized. It is probable that the purchase of the 
Ericsson Destroyer will be authorized, and we al- 
ready have ZALINSKI’s dynamite boat under way. 
It is expected that the House Committee on Military 
Affairs will report with amendments Mr. McApco’s 
bill appropriating $20,000,000 for the manufacture 
of “modern first class ordnance for seacoast and 
other defences.” This Committee has also before 
it S. S. Cox’s resolution instructing it to report 
‘**some suitable plan” for coast defences, ‘‘ with 
such sufficient appropriations, not less than $30,-- 
000,000,” as may be necessary, and providing 
for the appointment of a commission to carry 
out the plan and _ disburse the money. 
The Senate has passed the ‘‘twin” bills, which 
make a total appropriation of $21,000,009, available 
for six years, to provide a Naval gun foundry, an 
Army gun foundry, for the purchase of steel gun 
forgings and armor, and for fortifications, The 








Senate has also passed this week the Cameron bill 
and the Hate bill, the texts of which appear else- 
where. Among the bills not acted upon are those 
providing for a Lundborg vessel of twenty knots 
speed, Mr. Sranrorp’s bill, which we publish this 
week, providing for the establishment of four heavy 
ordnance plants, at South Boston, Birmingham, 
Ala., Pittsburg and San Francisco, with an annual 
expenditure at each of not less than $1,000,000 for 
ten years; Mr. Kine’s bill for the construction of 
twenty steel rams; Mr. Morrow’s bill for two 
Ammen rams, and Mr. Wuarrruorne’s bill for a 
naval reserve, which appears elsewhere. 








Our attention has been called to a variety of 
plans and projects for memorials to General GRANT, 
but we have seen nothing that strikes us so favora- 
bly as the proposed memorial bridge from Washing: 
ton to Arlington. It is submitted by Oaptain T. W. 
Symons and Messrs. SMITHMEYER and PELz, archi- 
tects, and does great credit to their good taste and 
skill as designeis. Its striking features are the 
towers, of which there are fourteen, two large ones 
guarding the central span of the bridge and bearing 
the memorial figures and inscription. The follow. 
ing bill has been introduced into Congress providing 
for the bridge : 


For the Erection of a National Memorial Bridge over the 
Potomac from Washington to Arlington. 

Whereas it is the desire of the people of the United States 
that there should be erected ia henor of its greatest soldier. 
Gen, U.S. Grant, a monument of imperishable material and 
of a design suitable to commemorate his distinguished ser- 
vices; and wheréas the design most appropriate is a grand 
monumental bridge, symbolical of the restored Union, 
across the Potomac River, which divided the North from the 
South during the tremendous struggle in which the services 
of Gen. Grant were so conspicuously valuable, leading from 
the national capital to the sacred grounds of 4rlington, 
where lie buried 15,000 men who died for the Union, and to 
scatter flowers on whose graves thousands go from ycar to 
year; therefore, 

Be it enac'ed, e:c., That a bridge, as a monument to Gen. 
Ulysses 8. Grant, shall be erected across the Potomac River 
from Observatory Hill, near the foot of New York and New 
Hampshire avenues, to such a point upon the Virginia shore 
near Arlington as may be ultimately determined upon by 
the commission hereinafter provided; and the construction 
of said bridge, substantially according to the plans sub- 
mitted te Congress by Capt. T. W. Symondr, ensineor, and 
Smithmeyer and Pelz, architects, with such modifiations and 
details as may be found necessary or advantageous, shall be 
in charge of a commission composed of the Secretary of 
War, the Chicf Justice of the United States, the Chief of 
Engineers United States Army, a member of the Senate to 
be designated by the President ot the Senate, and a member 
of the House of Representatives to be designated by the 
Speaker of the House, which commission sball be authorized 
to proceed with the construction thereof; and tho sum of 

500,000 is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the 

reasury not otherwise appropriated, to commence the con- 
struction of said bridge; and the moveys appropriated for 
said bridge shall be disbursed by the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of War shall annually report to 
Congress, at the commencement of each session, a detauled 
+ wa of all the proceedings under the provisions of 

is act. 


The conception of this memorial is a most happy 
one, and we trust that Congress will authorize the 
erection of some such memorial. A bridge which 
is to stand for all time ought not, however, to have 
iron arches. Stone should be substituted for iron, 
and it is an open question whether the design may 
not otherwise improved upon. We have a 
magnificent example ef a memorial bridge in Spain, 
which it would be well to look at before deciding 
upon this. 








A MEMORANDUM has been issued enlarging the 
powers of officers of the English Army in dealing 
with minor offences. In connection with it H. R. H. 
the Duke of Cambridge has expressed some opinions 
upon the subject of the duties of officers in reference 
to discipline which are as applicable to our own 
service as to that over which he presides. Iguor- 
ance, thoughtlessness, temper, inexperience of the 
restraints of discipline, provocation, real or fancied, 
or indulgence in liquor, may, he says, betray a 
young soldier into the commission of an offence 
which, though technically serious, is in effect triv- 
ial. It is proposed to deal with such cases without 
the intervention of a Court-martial, and command- 

g oflicers are urged to consider their responsibility 
toward young soldiers. They should see that they 
are gradually instructed and initiated into the new 
habits of life which are consequent on their volun- 
tary selection of a military career. until they learn 
to control themselves and become amenable to dis- 
cipline. It is generally the case that a young soldier 
who has escaped trial during the earlier part of his 
career will afternards do his best to avoid the dis- 
grace of being brought before a Court-martial ; a 
commanding officer should, therefore, impress upon 
officers commanding troops and companies, and all 
others under him, that every consideration should 
be shown‘at first to young soldiers. They should be 
made to feel that their officers in dealing with them

are actuated solely ‘‘by their love of the Army, and 
the deep interest they take in the reputation of a 
their comrades of every rank. Nothing tends more 
to impress soldiers with this conviction than the 
maintenance of a healthy, manly discipline with the 
minimum of punishment.” 








Tue Licutenant-General of the Army has already 
begun to arrange the preliminaries for carrying out 
the recent act of Congress authorizing and appro- 
priating money for the establisment of a cavalry 
and artillery school at Fort Riley, Kansas. The 
survey of the grounds and the preparation of plans 
for buildings is the first work to be done. This is 
now in progress, the Lieutenant-General having di- 
rected the Department commander General WILL- 
cox, to take the matter in charge. Captain Ponp, 
of the Q. M. Department, who superintended the 
construction of the buildings already put up there, 
will have direct charge of the new work. It will, 
of course, take some timo to zet the detailed draw- 
ings in ghapo for the approval of the authorities at 
Washington, but it is the purpose to have all the 
preliminaries arranged in time to bave the actual 
work of construction in progress in the early 


part of the building scason. A year or 
two will necessarily elapse before the post 
will be in a condition to warrant the open- 


ing of the new school. It is therefore too early 
to be talking about the troops that will bo stationed 
there. There will, of course, be « full regiment of 
cavalry, and the colonel of the regiment will, pre. 
sumably, be at the head of the schcol as well as the 
post commander. The plan is also to have a 
light battery from each of the five artillery 
regiments stationed there, tho two sets of batteries 
alternating every few years. When the school is in 
full operation all recruits for the cavalry will be 
drilled at this post before being sent to their regi- 
ments and drilling now done at Jefferson Barracks 
will be abolished. The following is the text of the law 
creating the new school : 


That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized and directed to establish upon the military reservation 
at Fort Riley a permanent school of instruction for drill and 
practice for the cavalry and light artillery service of the 
Army of the United States and which shall be the depot to 
which all recruits for such service shall be sent; and for the 
purpose of construction of such quarters, barracks, and 
stables as may be required to carry into effect the purposes 
of this act the sum of $200,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any money in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated. 





In the debate on the bill to increase the naval 
establishment on Wednesday, Senator INGALLS spoke 
of ‘the 110-ton gun which is now mounted on the 
English ship.” No English ship yet carries a gun 
of that size. The first 110-ton gun was on the 1st 
of this month carried to the proof butts at Wool- 
wich on the carriage from which it will be fired, 
which weighs nearly 100 tons independently of the 
gun. The bore of the gun is 16} in., and it will fire 
a projectile of 1,800 lb. weight, but the charge of 
powder cannot be determined until after full trial. 
The proof will begin with a small quautity, and be 
gradually increased as the powers of the gun are 
developed. A new powder, specially manufactured 
for very large guns at the Government works, Wal- 
tham Abbey, will be employed in the experiments. 
The 68-ton gun was made at the Royal Gun Facto- 
ries; the 110-ton gun was supplied under contract 
by the Elswick firm, being one of four ordered. 
After the preliminary trials, the great gun will be 
conveyed to Shoeburyness for sighting experiments 
at the long ranges. 








Ir has been suggested that the name applied to 
the type of engine which it has been determined to 
adopt in one or more of the new cruisers now under 
contract is somewhat misleading to the non-profes- 
sional reader. The term ‘triple expansion engine” 
does not express a right condition. Not only are 
there three cylinders through which the steam 
passes en route from the boiler to the condenser, 
but its cycle of effort is complete] in a particular 
manner. The Atlanta possesses a three cylinder 
engine, but it is not a so-called triple-expansion 
engine, for the steam, entering the single high 
pressure cylinder from the boilers is «xhausted into 
two low pressure cylinders, (a low pressure cylinder 
being one which exhausts its steam into the con- 
denser,) placed on either side of the high pressure 
one. The difference between the two types of en» 
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gines lies in the arrangement whereby the high 
pressure cylinder (in the triple-expansion type) 
receiving its steam in the same manner as before 
from the boilers exhausts into what is called the 
‘*intermediate cylinder,” and this in turn into the 
low pressure cylinder, from which the steam enters 
the condenser as before. Now if this type of engine 
could be renamed as the ‘‘ Intermediate Expansion 
Engine” a step towards a fit nomenclature will be 
the result. The application of this change will be 
shown thus : a single intermediate expansion engine 
indicates three cylinders, a double intermediate ex 
pansion would be a four cylinder engine arranged 
in this way, and so on for any number of cylinders. 
We make this suggestion with due diffidence, to that 
august body the Bureau of Steam Engineering at 
the Navy Department. - 








CoLoNEL E. C. Mason, U.S. A., Inspector General 
ef the Dept. of Dakota, expresses the sentiments 
of not a few, in his recent annual report, when he 
says: “That the Army is obtaining a fair paper 
record as marksmen is doubtless true. It may be 
fairly questioned whether we are making well set- 
up, drilled and disciplined soldiers at the same time, 
The remark frequently made: ‘If a man is a good 
shot | want him in my company,’ indicates that 
the other soldierly qualities are not held in as high 
esteem as heretofore. I think the opinion is gain- 
ing ground that target practice, as now conducted 
in these northern latitudes, where the period for 
outdoor exercises is short, occupies more than its 
fair share in the military instruction of the soldier. 
It is equally as important that a cavalryman should 
know how to ride and take care of his horse, and 
that the Lufantryman should be well drilled, and 
hardened by frequent marches for active service, as 
that he should be able to make a good score for his 
company record under the most favorable circum- 
stances of wind, weather, light, rest, (a well filled 
stomach and coaching that does for him all but 
pull the trigger.” 








THE War Department authorities are still on the 
lookout for 2d Lt. Jno. J. Shaw, 6th Inf., who bas dis- 
appeared from Fort Douglas leaving a trail of fraud- 
ulent pay accounts behind him. Last week we an- 
nounced that four of his accounts had been paid for 
December and expressed the belief that returns for 
January would show another set of duplications. 
Such has proved to be the ease. No less than four 
more, coming through exactly the same channels as 
the December accounts, have turned up at the War 
Pepartment, making eight in all, representing $1120, 
of his accounts presented and paid for the months 
of December and January. Six of these, amounting 
to $840 are, of course, fraudulent. Two of the ac- 
counts were presented and the money drawn upon 
them by Shaw in person from Major Tucker, the 
post paymaster at Washington, the one for Decem- 
ber being paid on Feb. 5, and the January account 
on Jan. 28. The other accounts came through banks 
and claim agents with whom he, presumably, hy- 
pothecated them. There is no telling how many 
more accounts he may have sold to agents, since he 
seems to have gone into the businesss. It can hardly 
be expected, however, that any more of them will 
be paid by paymasters in view of the wide publicity 
given to his fraudulent operations. There are no 
new developments as to his whereabouts. 








CoLonEL THOS. F. BARR, Judge-Advocate, U.S. A.

Srvce the 4th of March, 1861, fifteen officers have 
been commissioned Major-Generals of the U. 8S. 
Army, in the following order: McClellan, Fremont, 
Halleck, Wool, Grant, Sherman, Meade, Sheridan, 
Thomas, Hancock, Schofield, McDowell, Pope, Terry, 
and Howard. Of these, the eight whose pames are 
italicized have died. Allof these were previously 
Major-Generals of Volunteers, except ceClellan, 
Fremont. Halleck, and Wool. Besides these, 116 
officers were appointed Major-Geverals of Volun- 
teers. Of these last, six were killed in battle— 
Kearney, Stevens, Berry, Reynolds, Sedgwick, and 
McPherson; five died of wounds received in battle, 
viz.—J. L. Reno, J. K. F. Mansfield, J. B. Richard- 
son, A. W. Whipple, and G. C. Strong.

THE BEST GUN MATERIAL. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13, 1887. 
To the Editor of the Herald: 

SENATOR HAWLEY, in an interview published in 
the Herald of Saturday last, becomes quite excited 
at the idea of anything else than steel being thought 
of as a material for heavy guns. He cites the action 
of several boards, but characterizes the report of 
the Fortification Board as “the ablest professional 
report that has been made in many years,” and says 
that he based his conclusions upon that report. The 
main question for this Board to pass upon was, Isa 
steel forging the best material of which to construct 
a heavy power gun? Gen. Hawley says the Board 
‘* took for granted ” that it was. his is quite right. 
The Board did take it for granted, naturally, for the 
Board was composed of Army aud Navy officers, 
every one of whom, with the exception of Secretary 
Endicott, had expressed himself in favor of steel, in 
official papers, before bis appointment; and to this 
ring of steel men was added two of the largest steel 
manufacturers in the country to give emphasis to 
the complexion of the Board. This Board travelled 
far and near and took testimony. They neither 
found any broken steel guns, nor any witness that 
had seen any. Naturally they took for granted that 
it was all right. 

Upon this result Gen. ney peeuenes to contract 
for $16,000,000 worth of sieel forging, and waxes 
warm in protesting that whoever says there are five 
ordnance officers in the world who are worth their 
salt who will recommend this pation to build cast- 
iron guns is hopelessly behind the times, etc. ‘* Not 
a single European nation thinks for a moment of 
making its modern guns of anything else” but 
steel, ete. 

Although this is opinion and not evidence, and al- 
though opinion, as to what European nations are 
not thinking of, must necessarily be questionable, 
yet [am willing to grant it all (allowing me only to 
say that the only two ordnance officers on the Getty 
Board advocated the testing of a twelve-inch cast- 
iron breech-loading Rodman rifle, and that one of 
the Senators of his own committee told me within a 
week that he thought our fortifications should be 
armed with heavy cast-iron rifies,) and still assert 
that it would be the height of rashness to contract to 
the extent of millions for steel forgings with no 
more evidence of their fitness thau we now have. 
How reliable are the acts of European nations as 
evidence upon this question? Situated as they are, 
can they afford to show distrust of their guns? It is 
possible they have reason to distrust them, and if 
they had it would be all the more necessary to keep 
it from the knowledge of others. So, as far as this 
feature influences us, we must remember that the 
feature would be the same were the guns good or 
bad. [t may be good policy at this juncture for 
them to continue making steel guns, even knowing 
them to be dangerous. 

We happen to know that six twelve inch rifles 
have failed within a year, or two of the best ships in 
the British Navy. {s not this alone enough to make 
us question the conclusions of the Board, and ask if 
they found in their investigation any one steel gun 
of large calibre that had shown satisfactory endur- 

ance—such endurance as cast iron guns have been 
safely subjected to—and if nay, shall we contract 
for 000,000 worth nevertheless ? 
Gen. Hawley says that no critic worth mentioning 
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has ever attacked the conclusions of his Board. 1 
beg to say that I had advocated the fitness ot cast 
iron as a material for heavy rifled guns before his 
Board was formed, and have demonstrated it since. 
No twelve inch rifle in the British Navy to day is 
the peer of the cast iron rifleat Sandy Hook. No 
one has been fired as many rounds, nor is there any 
one that is to-day fired with as heavy charges. 
have been continuously engaged in the manufacture 
of heavy ordnance since Gen. Hawley first. entered 
upon his business career. And I have offered to 
furnish bigh power guns of cast iron to the Govern- 
ment for trial at my own cost, and whether or not 
my criticism is worth mentioning is a question I am 
content to leave tothe judgment of fair minded 
men.

NExt? thing to obtaining any special appropriation 

at all this season for seacoast defences the trouble 
will be upon the particular plan and the particular 
kind of guns. There is likely to be a combination 
of outside speculative influences as against the Ord- 
nance Department, and it will be a remarkable de- 
parture from the ordinary course of events if the 
boodlers do not get their fingers into the appropria- 
tion pie. 
It is stated that this combination has organized a 
powerful lobby, and it has begun work on the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. The views and plans of 
the Ordnance Department and the reports of ord- 
nance boards furnish the target for their attack. 
The inclination to criticise the officers of the Gov 
ernment is always pretty strong in Congress. Yet 
it may properly be presumed that the ordnance and 
other officers having in charge the experimental 
tests of guns, torpedoes, etc., have a greater interest 
in a pm | the highest results than a corresponding 
number of outside parties personally interested in 
various inventions. 

In the midst of all this pulling and hauling there 
will be a square division on two lines of policy with 
regard to schemes of seacoast defence. It will be 
the paval battle over again. One policy is to con- 
tract with private individuals to do the work, as 
proposed by the Stanford bill; the other is to have 
the Government do the work. The latter is the Gov- 
ernment plan and contemplates the establishment 
of but two national gun foundries—one at Water- 
vliet for army and seacoast guns, the other at Wash- 
ington forthe navy. These are designed to assem- 
ble and finish guns, the forgings and rough boring 
of which are to be furnished elsewhere by private 
firms. The otherand antagonistic plan is to divide 
up the business and give it to four private firms ex- 
clusiyely, located in Pittsburg, South Boston, Bir- 
mingham and San Francisco, these firms to have a 
10-years’ monopoly and to make guns and gun car- 
riages complete. 

The same issue arose between the Government 
Navy-yards and privateship builders, and has never 
been satisfactorily decided. To get rid of it Con- 
gress authorized both systems so far as it related to 
the Navy, and then gradually dmfted towards pri- 
vate contracts. There is no question in the minds 
of many members who have considered the matter 
at all that quite as good a6 or 15-inch gun can be 
built at Pittsburg by private parties as can be built 
by the Government. At the same price it would 
cost the Government a private firm would realize a 
handsome profit. When private plants were once 
established these profits would be greatly ivcreased, 
and the expenses of the Government diminished, 
especially in case of war. Whatever line of policy 
is laid down the greater amount of the appropria- 
tions for guns, steel plates, ete., will go into Penn- 
sylvania, to the stimulation of all her industries. 








AN ENGLISH CRITICISM ON WEST POINT. 


West PornT is described in the London Army and 
Navy Magazine for eee by Henry Naidley, 
Secretary of the Oxford ilitary College, who 
visited it in the summer of 1881, and was shown 
around by “no less a personage than the eldest son 
of His Excellency, the late Brigham Young.” West 
Point, he tells us, *‘ is asmall island in the Hudson 
River, fringed by several estuaries.” 

“ Rich semi-tropical vegetation and flora, neat and flourish- 
ing villages, country residences with park-like gardens and 
grounds, numerous yachts, boats and steamers met the eye 
at every turn, and brought home to the mind the fact, that 
in the midst of this comparative solitude, one was sur- 
rounded by a busy, if not the busiest and most enterprising 
race on earth.” 

The Academic building were neither handsome 
nor imposing yet very comfortable. The mode of 
selecting ets is pronounced superior to that of 
England. Lt dispenses with the harassing uncertainty 
of a competitive examination; it constitutes, at 
least theoretically, ‘‘a surer guarantee for the social 
status and eget yey! of the candidates.’’

Some men are born commanders and organizers, others 
become so through gradual training, but, in either case, 
early surroundings have ot influence upon the develop- 
ment of these special que ities. For instance, to the son of 
a country gentieman, living in affluent circumstances, and 
employing a large staff of servants and taborers, or to the 
son of an officer, coming into frequent contact with barrack 
life, it comes natural to give orders to subordinates, or even 
to equals, and be obeyed, and to receive in his turn orders 
and obey them. He knows neither the fear of being dis- 
obeyed, or of compromising his dignity by an honorable 
obedience. Men born and bred under worldly circumstances 
less favorable, although intellectually the equals, and even 
the superiors of their more fortunate competitors, are, as a 
rule, lacking 1n the qualities above alluded to as among the 
most valuable to an officer; they — awe hy all 
the social graces and gentlemanly instincts of the former, 
but, in many instances, the deficiencies so unconsciously, 
and so unavoidably, contracted, through early associations, 
are never remedied. This is constantly illustrated by officers

(To this general rule there are, of course, many bril- 
liant exceptions.) For these,and other reasons, it will ever 
remain desirable to draw the officers of a standing army— 
where such exists—from the most influential classes in 
State and this can only be done effectually by selection. 
That there are many and serious objections to this method 
must at once be* admitted. But then no system, or laws, 
ever created by human intellect were perfect. It behooves 
men to aim at the framing of laws that shall be open to the 
least objection, and secure the greatest benefits to the largest 
numbers. 

“The age for admission is a sensible one,” but 
there is a radically vicious defect in the system, 
“namely, the aboormally long working hours.” 
This is “injurious to the physique, and productive, 
in many instances, of mental deformity.” 

“What are your favorite sports?”” Mr. Young was asked, 
“Do you play football, tennis, cricket, or row?” “.No! we 
don’t goin for those sort of things; occasionally we go on 
the river, but as often as not we have a man to row us. You 
see, we are generally mnch too tired to care for such exer- 
cises ; we prefer to rest on the lawn and smoke! ” 

Mr. Naidley’s guide even refused to go into the 
hotel and take a glass of wine with him. 

But the refusal was accompanied by this explanation : “ It 
is against the rules to frequent the hotel, and we are on our 
honor not to do it.”

REGIMENTAL STAFF DETAILS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Your editorial in last week’s issue on the “‘ Regi- 
mental Staff coincides so nearly with my own ideas 
on the subject that I am impelled to write the fol- 
lowing reason—heretofore not touched upon—why 
the Regimental Staff should be changed occasion- 


ally. 

The Artillery School, Cavalry andInfantry School, 
and the various light batteries (Schools of Instruc- 
tion) are maintained at considerable expense be- 
cause they are considered important and necessary 
for the good of the Service. For this reason, then, 
every lieutenant of the line—according-to ‘his arm 
of Service—is obliged to serve a tour at one or two 
of these schools, the lieutenants on the regimental 
staff being excepted. The exception is a very incon- 
sistent one, because it practically makes the schools 
important for only a certain class of lieutenants, 
which was certainly not the intention when the 
schools were organized. 

It cannot be possible that when the exception was 
made the authorities contemplated that lieu- 
tenants would be retained sixteen years on re- 
gimental staff duty avd that certain lieu- 
tenants would be _ required to serve two 
tours at one or more of these sehools before some of 
the regimental staff had served atall. And yet this 
has actually ae There are some lieutenants 
who have completed two tours in the light batteries 
and two at the Artillery School, while some of the 
regimental staff haye never served at any of the 
“Schools of Instruction.” 

Of course there are other reasons—important ones 
too—why the staff lieutenants should be changed 
periodically, but it is not necessary to give them in 
this connection.

COMPANY DRILLS. 


Tue best standard by which to judge the efficiency, 
reliability and general usefulness of au organization 
is the instruction and discipline of the individual 
companies. in view of this, we have in recent 
issues presented the results of visits to several of 
the New York armories to wituess coynpany drills. 
As the companies inspected were selected at random, 
the result doubtiess affords the material for a fair 
average estimate of the coudition of the New York 
Guard. With some exceptions, we bave not found 
the attendauce at these drills what it should be, nor 
is the instruction and superyision as full and strict 
as is required to bring a command up to the proper 
standard. This accounts for much of the ragged- 
ness of execution at battalion drills. As the import- 
ance of company drills seems not to be recognized 
bv either field or company officers, we briug this 
matter specially to their attention. Some regimental 
commanders evidently allow their company com- 
manders too much latitude in the matter. 1n some 
regiments company drills are omitted and ‘‘com- 
pany meetings’’ substituted. With the limited time 
at the disposal of the men for instruction, such a 
custom ean have only pernicious results, and the 
matter should be put an end to wherever it exists. 
* Meetings,” under any circumstances, are destruc- 
tive of discipline, but, admitting that they are a 
necessary evil, they should at least be so regulated 
as not to interfere with what little opportunity 
there is for military work. That such a condition of 
things should be tolerated in a regiment commanded 
by a West Poiut graduate is still more surprising. 

If the city is to give vostly armories, organizations 
should give some recompense, and this they van 
only do by increasing their efficieucy and value as 
a force to be relied upon in the bour of peril. With- 
out thorough individual instruction this cannet be 
accomplished, and 1tisimportant that officers should 
make every effort to accustom their men to a regu- 
lar attendance at company drills by making these 
drills progressive and instructive, and establishing a 
system under which the men will take interest in 
their work. Regimental commanders should look 
closely into this matter, and see that skirmishing 
aud other practical exercises form a regular feature 
of the drill programme. Lmprovement is peeded. 


NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION.

COOKING FOR TROOPS. 

Tne members of “Tbe Canteen” supped together 
at Martinelli’s last Saturday and discussed the sub- 
ject of cooking for troops, which was introduced by 
u yaluable paper read Lieut. E. L. Zalinski, 5th 
Artillery, U. 5. A. In the course of the discussion 
the fact wus stated that the New York Armory 
Board are proceeding upon the mistaken supposi- 
tion that no occasion will ever arise for providing 
for city regiments in their armories, and accord- 
ingly refuse to permit other regiments to copy the 
example of the Seventh in setting up armory ranges.

MILITIA TABLE IN THE ARMY REGISTER. 

Ir is conceded by everyone that the U. S. depends 
for its defence upon the militia trom the various 
States. That the Regular Army forms but a nucleus 
about which any other military forve would be 
gathered, organized and officer It is seen how 
important it is that the accurate number of the ac- 
tive militia should be known before we can calcul- 
ate in what degree of security we are living. 

Now the only consolidated report uf the strength 
of our militia that is ney circulated, is the ab- 
stract report in the Army Register. What informa- 
tion does this abstract convey? That there are about 
81,000 active militia in the U.S. Six States make no 
reiurns at all. Five States have made no returr 
since 1884and not ua Territory kas its force repre- 
sented, though several are known to have a military 
establishment. . 

The great States of Virginia and Georgia do not 
appear to have asoldier, although we hear of the 
Gate City Guards as coming frem the latter State. 
Itseems proper that one of two things should be 
done; either the Secretary of War shouid order the 
Adjt.-General to detail officers to obtain the requis- 
ite information from the various States and Terri- 
tories not reporting, and print an abstract of the 
sane, which would have a real value, in place of the 
useless page in the Army Register of this year, or 
issue @ separate pamphlet containing only statistics 
appertaining to our militia force, giving, at least, a

The 
manual was full of snap and life, with an unusual! degree of 
ey. The Ist sergeant on the right of the battalion exc- 
cuted the present in violation of Par. 189, and as he was the 
only exception his error was very conspicuous. By the 
command com column left, the battalion made an ad- 
vance by the flank of subdivisions, the same command 
brought it into column of fours, which formed line on the 

ght in good shape. The command column of feura, break 
from the right to march to the left, was then given, and the 
two first com ma to dovetail in properly, but 
the third was so much behind time that it lost almost com- 
jm distance, and, with the fourth, it bad to take up the 
double time to catch up. After this followed a march in 
company fronts, column of fours, and on left iato line, all 
well-executed, and then the command was given for tho 
firi Two officers here failed to retire at the first com- 
mand, evidently relying for their guidance upon what 
their neighbors should do, delaying the action of 
the commander and spoiling. the appearance of the 
whole. As in active service it would be important 
to all concerned to clear the field for rapid action with- 
out hesitation, it would be well for all to post them- 
selves thoroughly on the principles governing these points. 
The execution on the part of the men, although not as per- 
fect as is necessary, showed vast improvement. Some of the 
volleys delivered deserve commendation. During the fire 
by company some commanders again appeared to exhibit 
signs of basing their action upon the example of their 
neighbors instead of relying upon their own knowledge in 
the matter. When, at the conclusion of the firings, the com- 
mand right forward, fours right, was given, the third com- 
-y went fours right and created temporary confusion, 

ut was rescued in time to save the movement, and then, 
when line had been reformed, column ef companies was 
formed to the rear in fair shape, Having again broken into 
column of fours line was established on the right with the 
firings. This was well done. In executing close column of 
companies on first company right in front, the two centre 
companies went too far out of their latitude and failed to 
cover. Why? The movement was simple, and no reason 
for an crror of any kind. The deployment on fourth com- 
—_— was ragged in several instances, because some of the 

unior company commanders did not understand exactly 
when tie preoes time and place for them to halt, and the 
wheel into line ef their commands had been reached. The 
ployment was then repeated with a deployment op fourth 
company, but it did not turn out as smooth as should have 
been the case. On right close column o% companies with 
deployment. companies left front into line and on right into 
line closed the first half of the drill, and a rest was given. 

Col, Jonea then took command of the drill, relieving ist 
Lieut. Parsons from command of the spare company, in 
order to give another eubaltern, 2d Licut. Girard, of Co. F, 
a chance a8 company commander. The Colonel was some- 
what hoarse, but as full of vivacity asever. He gave the 
command column of fours break from the right to march 
to the left, and then after breaking the companies again into 
column of fours formed line in excellent shape without loss 
of distances and an almost perfect alignment. The battalion, 
although it had been handled in excellent style by the Lieu- 
tenant Colonel, ey became freshly inspired by the 
rapid, spirited commands of the Colonel, and officers and 
men seemed to be put on their mettle. Having performed 
an exceljent on right iato line, companies broke from right 
te march te the left, with exact distances, and then wore re- 
formed into line in order to execute double column of fours. 
While marching around the hall in this formation the bat- 
talion presented an exceedingly compact appearance, and 
the fermation of line by the command fours right left com- 
panies on right- into line was very well exccuted. Double 
column of companies was then formed and deployed in fair 
manner, after which the battalion went into column of fours 
and again formed double column, thistime to deploy by two 
movements, which was spoiled to a great extent by rugged- 
neas gf execution in the first company, but repeated with 
better result, Then right of companies rear into column 
Was again taken 0, and while we cannot find any fault with 
its execution on prinviple. yet that perfection tor which we 
have reasonably been looking for years was by no means 
obtained, and the men led to a considerable extent. 
Tbe double column movements and deployments were then 
again taken up with success, after which on the right into 
line from column of companiss was spoiled by the com- 
mander of the first company, because instead of giving the 
command right turn he wheeled his comqaey into line, 
which delayed those who were in his rear. It was repeated 
in proper manner. Some more close column movements, 
with deployments on Ist, 4th,and interior compunies, de- 
ployments faced to the rear, and changes of direction by the 
flank then brought the drill to a close, and as these move- 
ments were executed with a high degree of perfection there 
is uo reason to comment on them further. 

There is hardly a drill during which no mistakes are com- 
mitted. We bave called attention on this occasion to such 
as we noticed, but, nevertneleas, it is only fair to say that 
especially during its latter half, it turned out one of the best 
working affairs we have been called on to witness. ‘The offi- 
cers were generally well ited and on the alert, and it gives 
us —_ satisfaction to state that the guides exhibited 
great improvement in the rapidity and correctness of their 
movements. ill was execu‘ed in a most rapid manner, 
nobody knew what movement was coming, the file ciusers 
were constantly changed from one flank to the other, and 
the officers had to keep a very sharp lookout as to whetber 
the right or left wasin front. The manner in which they 
evaded difficulties on this score was remarkable, and de- 
serves especial commendatiop. The 12th is on the road to 
success. 

The prospects of moving into the new armory are still as 
near and yet as farasever. The building is nearly tinished, 


but inferiority of workmanship and omission of small but 
Snpestans details on the part of the contractors, with which 
the cit 


ity authorities and Col. Jones are not willing to put up, 
will delay the fival acceptance of the building for some time 
tocome.

As a general thing the 
drill was a very handsome one, but not as good as the one 
two days before. Col. Camp bandied the battalion well and 
with —_er- Practice, no doubt, basits decided effect upon 
him, and he holds his command under perfect control at all 
times, giving his commands ia excellent time and with ease 
on occasions. At the previous dmil, the move- 
ments wherever the bugle call could be applied were exc- 
cuted by that means. This developed the rather curious fact 
that the men understood the calls betier than the officers. 
This, however, seems quite natural when it is considered 
that the bugle has before been used Only at company drills 
where the officers indicate the calls without paying attention 
to their sound, while the men take their oue from the latter, 
are constantly on the alert, and soon beceme expert in exe- 
cuting their movements according to the signal. In many 
instances during the formations of line facing to the rear 
company commanders halted their commands fully six, in- 
stead of three yards beyond the alignment, and then before 
dressing moved them back by the command forward march. 
This is wrong and should be diseontinued at future drills. 
The guides were as a general thing promptand well in. 
structed, but they seemed to annoy the lieutenant colonel 
during the formatienus faced to the rear by inverting their 
pieces prematurely, it being the principle taught in the 
regimeut that pieces should not be inverted until the com- 
panies have passed the guides and the latter have taken their 
positions for the final establishment of the linc. This secms 
very reasonable. 

Both drills were exceptionally good working drills at the 
beginning of the season, and show the wisdom of the officer's 
and guides’ schools now maintained in the 22d for several 
years,

squad aad couueey instructors, There are many reasons 
why the 7ist should receive lenient judgment for falling 
short in its marching drill, but we fail to see any reason 
why it should not be as well up as the average orgacization 
in set-up, steadiness, individual bearing, the magual and the 
loadings and firings. Dissatisfactiou aud apathy created by 
a lack of posesr quastees, internal discord for many years 
past, have, doubtless, had much to do with bringing about 
this unsatisfactory state of affairs, but they are, after all, 
Only lame excuses, because the material of which the regi- 
ment is composed could easily be brought to a much higher 
standard of perfection by proper attention and the applica- 
tion of a regular progressive system. The man was very 
irregular and ragged, a large number of men demonstrating 
at the first — that the recruit squad and not the battal- 
ion was their proper place. Still even under the existing 
unsatisfactory conditions, a very marked improvement de- 
veloped im its general appearance before the manual] was 
superseded by the trings, which shows that within a brief 
period competent handling could easily bring the men up to 
a standard of perfection, by which this regiment would ob- 
viate all unfavorable remarks on the subject. The firings 
took a long time and, with exception of lying down, com- 
prised all the various phases of the subject as required by 
the Tactics, While the instruction was not very elaborate, 
yet no such breaches of tactical rules as descri ip our pre- 
vious report of a drill in this regiment were committed, 
There was too much for one man to oversee, however, and 
under any circumstances but little in the way of improve- 
ment could have been accomplished with so large a num- 
ber of men with so limited preliminary instruction. The 
degree of attention paid by the officers and file-closers in 
rear of the line to individual mistakes we could not de- 
termine from our position, but they were kept very busy, 
ag occagion for correction abounded on all sides. The men 
need company instruction. The marching consisted of ad- 
vances by subdivision by the flank, formation of battalion 
column of fours, wheels by fours into line, and advances 
and retreats in battalion front. The men kept their dis- 
tances fairly, much better than at the preceding drill, and 
“the wheels fours iuto line were consequently much bet- 
ter than on that occasion. This armory is hardly the place 
iu which to practice marches in battalion front and it would, 
therefore, not be fair to say anything unfavorable about 
them, no matter how executed. 

Since the drill took place Lieut. Col. A. D. Palmer, Capt. 
Thos. A. McBain, of Co. F, and Lieut. James A. Wright, of 
Co, B, have resigned. Whether this will bring improve- 
aig aA the affairs of the regiment remains to be seen. Lt.

The plain, decisive commands of the instructors, no doubt, 
had their effect onthe men, which only shows what com- 
pany commanders could accomplish with proper attention. 
At the conclusion of the manual, the command was put into 
column of fours with a decidedly short step, lack of life and 
spirit, and slow execution on the right. {t took quite a long 





time before the cadence ap wee reached through the entire 
battalion. When this had n accomplished ployments iu 
close column, right and left in front and corresponding de- 
ployments, were executed with decided disadvantages on ac- 
count of limited space.

These movements were all repeated several tices, and occu- 
pied about one bour and twenty-five minutes, and at their 
conclusion the “rill was wound up with another manual, 
which was about as good as we bave seen it done by the four 
companies engaged. Various slight errors occurred. The 
Major in facing the commend about did so with arms at sup- 
ort, which is scarcely customary, The eral guides are 
bardly properly posted in their duties ia all movements. 
They cume out in deployments where markers bad been 
placed to fix the aliguments. In fact it did not seem to be 
understood that whenever markers are placed in front of a 
command it is wrong for guides to come out. In advancing 
in line of battle the general guides did not come out on live 
with the colors; in marchiag to the rear the colors remained 
in rear, instead of taking their proper position. When form- 
ing on right or left into line warkers should be posted in 
front of the leading com y, which was omitted. In ex- 
ecuting the b from the flanks to march to the right or 
left by company or column of fours, the first captain 
marched invariably double his distance to the front and 
caused much trouble to those who had to follow him, while 
in many instances captains failed to give the numerical 
cesiguations to their company during the ployments inte 
close columa. The bearing of the men was good; they 
attempted to be military, silent, and attentive. General 
guides aud file closers necd instruction. The latter at all 
times kept themselves hardly more than one yard distant 
from the line aud were badly aligned. The iastructor, on 
account of lack ef assistance and limited space, was com- 
pelled to skip over many saiall mistakes, the correction of 
which would have falien to the lot of his assistants, if he 
had had any. Hereafter we advise him,in the absence of 
any otber field officer, to keep the Adjutant on duty with 
the battalion.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


During the war with Mexico Rapbael Semmes 
served as Flag Lieutenant of the Heme Squadron and 
A.-D.-C. to Major-General Worth in the battles in the Valley 
of Mexico. At the close of that war he published a narrative 
of hisexperiences in a volume we have before us, entiticd 
“Service Afloat and Ashore during the Mexican War." 
Semmes has chosen the same title, “Service Afloat and 
Ashore,” fora volume just issued, with the addition of this 
sub-title, ** The remarkable career of the Confederate cruis« 
ers Sumter and Alabama during the war between the States, 
by Admiral Raphael Semmes, of the late Confederate States 

avy.’ Such a volume could not fail to be interesting, but 
it is evident that age and reflection failed to accomplish their 
wonted work in sweetening its author's temper and d ng 
him te take a philoso; view of life. It was not for the 
sailor who was whipped in the first fair fight he made during 
the war to abuse his antagonist in that contest and to raise the 
question whether Admiral Winslow continued to be the 
“ humane and Christian gentleman " he was before the war, 
Nor was it in good taste to indulge in such talk as this volume 
contains about “ northern savages,” or to describe President 
Lincoln as conducting, “ without any warrant for his cor= 
duct,” “a war of rapine and lust against eleven sovereiz:n 
States.” To this malicious misrepresentation is added the 
addenda: * As a Christian, it was my duty to say, * Lore, 
have mercy upon his soul!’ but the d—l will surely take 
care of his memory.” Beoth’s infamous deed is described 
by this corsair—whose spirit is naturally sym-« 
pathetic with it—as “a just retribution.” This is the 


man who has the effrontery to lecture * the officers of the 
old Navy, many of whom belonged to the gentle families 
of the land, and allof whom had been bi in a school o 


honor,” for taking “to the slang expressions of the day’’ 
and falling *pell-mwell into the ranks of the vulgar and 
fanatical rabble that was hounding on the war.” {t was 
doubtless a very “ vulgar and fanatical" act that Winslow 
indu in when he sunk the Alabama, but it pricked the 
bubble of Semmes'‘s reputation as a fighting officer, and left 
bim to gather such laureis as he could from the 

of depredations on unarmed merchantmen which are de- 
scribed in this volume. It is those whose own careers fur- 
nish the most occasion for excuse and qualification who a:e 
the most dis to censure, and Semmes furnishes no @).« 
ception to the rule. The destruction of the property ot non. 
combatants is justified by the laws of war, but it is not o..¢ 
of the incidents in whicb the selt-respecting officer should 
find epee occasion for congratulation and sel{-glorifiea- 
tion. Naturally one who was wiiling to boast himself tre: 
of the laurels won in this field was equally dispuged to ruq 
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duce others to his own level by criticism and misrepresenta- 
tion. The author of “The ise of the Alabama,” who 
served with Semmes, tells us how, when he returned to his 
home in Cumberland, his father, an old naval officer,’ re- 
ceived him “with deep disgust and strong innquase. He 
spoke of the Alabama as a ‘sneaking pirate,’ and hoped that 
I wouldn’t take to bousebreaking, next. He describes 
Semmes as “ addressing his crew as lishmen, and urging 
them to “ do their best to injure and race his own coun- 
en.” ‘No English office:,” he adds, * would do that, I 
think, under o~ circumstances.” 1f Semmes did not fly a 
jirate’s flag he shipped a pirate’s crew; “ they were mostly 
nglish, with a few Irish, Danes, and one Russian or Finn, 
and “after taking some fifty-five vessels and destroying the 
apeeees: part of them, inflicting incredible loss on private in- 
ividuals, what good,” asks this truthful narrator, a South- 
erner by birth, “had we done for the Southern Confed- 
eracy? When I look back at the incidents inevitable to the 
service I am not over-proud of myshare init.” Possibliy it 
would have been better for Admira] Semmes had he been 
equally searching with self-criticism, and he should at least 
remember the adage concerning those who live in glass 
houses. The seventy pages of historical review and discus- 
sion of “ the Nature of the American Compact,” with which 
Semmes’s volume opens, might as well have been conde 
into these three words, ** vide American Constitution.” It 
is a subject that has been exhausted by much abler writers 
on such topics. This work was originally published by the 
Baltimore Publishing Company, but the i have been 
transferred to Messrs. Wilson and Ellis, of New York, who 
will publish it by subscription. It is illustrated with steel 
-engravings and portraits and six engravings from original 
designs printed in chromo tints. 

The third instalment of ex-Mivister Washburne’s 
“ Reminiscences of the Siege and Commune of Paris,” in 
the March number of Scribner’s Magazine, describes the 
evacuation of Paris by the Germans, the insurreetion of the 
18th of March, 1871, and the establishment of the Commune, 
the assassination of Generals comte and Thomas, the 
burning of the guillotine by the mob before the statue of 
Voltaire, and many other striking incidents which occurred 
during the brief but terrible reign of the Commune. De- 
scriptions are given of the leaders of the Commune and of 
others who were prominent in Paris at the time. 

Vol. 17, Series1, Part 2, * Official Records of the 
War of the Rebellion,” prepared by Colonel KR. M. Scott, 
U. 8. A., contains correspondence, orders and returns re- 
lating to operations in West Tennessee and Northern Mis- 
sissippi, from June 10, 1862, to January 20, 1863. It isan 
interesting number.

G. M. 8.—There seems to be nothing positive laid 
down in Tactics with regard to the manuver in which field 
officers take their places in front when the ranks are opened 
on dress parade. The thing must therefore be reasoned out 
by analogy. In paragraph 810, page 348, it is stated that the 
adjutant in marching to the front passes jin rear of the 
line of company officers. In paragraph 383, describing the 
method of openivg ranks the colonel in Pacing himself in 
front of the battalion passes in front of the line of com- 
pany officers. While not a'l the company officers, the cap- 

ns at least, are superior to the adjutant in rank, and he 
therefore passes in rear of their line. On the same basis the 
colonel being their superior passes in front of their line. 
Judging from this it would be reasonable to assume that it 
is a principle of Tactics that officers higher in rank than cap- 
tains pass in front of the line of company officers, and those 
inferior in rapk in its rear. Accordingly, field officers should 
pass in front of the line of company officers. 








LEGAL STATUS OF THE MARINE CORPS. 


In the case of the U. S. vs. Susanna E. Dunn, 
administratrix, the Supreme Court affirms the de- 
cision of the Court of Claims, to the effect that un- 
der the act of 1883 service in the Marine Corps is to 
be counted in computing longevity pay. Justice 
Miller in delivering the opinion of the court on 
Monday, Feb. 7, said: 

“it must be conceded that the Marine Corps, a 
military body in the Regular Service of the Un‘ted 
States, occupies something of an anomalous posi- 
tion, and is often spoken of in statutes which enu- 
merate ‘the Army, the Navy and the Marine 
Corps,’ or ‘the Army and the Marine Corps,’ or ‘the 
Navy aud tbe Marine Corps,’ iv a manuer calculated 
and intended to poimt out that it is not identical 
with either the Army or the Navy. And this argu- 
ment is the one very much pressed to show that ser- 
vice in the Marine Corps is not service in the Army 
or inthe Navy. On the other hand, the services 
rendered by that corpsare always of a military 
character, and are rendered as part of tae duties to 
be performed by eitber the Army or the Navy. If 
there are services prescribed for that corps by the 
statutes of the United States, or the regulations of 
either the Army or the Navy, which are not per- 
formed in immediate connection with the Army or 
the Navy, and under the control of the heads of the 
Army or Navy, either civil or military, we have not 
been made aware of it. The military establish- 
ment of this country is divided by the general laws 
of the United States into the Army and the Navy. 
and over each of these one of the great heads of de- 
partmeuts, called Secretaries, is appointed to pre- 
side, to manage and to administer its affairs. The 
administrative functions of the executive are mostly 
under the President, distributed and allotted among 
the seven great departments, at the head of each of 
which is a minister for that department. Such is 
the theory of the distribution of executive admin- 
— established by the statutes of the United 

States. 

“The Marine Corps is a military body, designed to 
perform military services; and while they are not 
necessarily performed on board ships, their active 
service in time of war is chiefly in the Navy, and 
accompanying or aiding naval expeditions. In time 
of peace they are located in Navy-yards mainly, 
although occasionally they may be used in forts and 
arsenals belonging more immediately to the Army. 
The statutes of the United States, in prescribing the 
duties which they may be required to perform, have 
not been very clear in any expression which goes to 
show how far these services are to be rendered un- 
der the control of the officers of the Navy or of the 
ay It 1s clear that they may be ordered to ser- 
vice in either branch; but we are of opinion that, 
taking all these statutes and the practice of the 
Government together, they are a military body, 
primarily belonging to the Navy, and under the 
control of the head of the naval department, with 
liability to be ordered to service in connection with 
the my and in that case under the command of 
army officers. 

“Tt seems to us that these provisions of the Re- 
vised Statutes, bringing together the enactments of 
Congress on the subject of the Marine Corps, show 
that the primary position of that body in the mili- 
tary seryice is that of a part of the Navy, and its 
chief control is placed under the Secretary of the 
Navy, there being exceptions, when it may, by order 
of the President, or some one having proper author- 
ity, be placed more immediately, for temporary 
duty, with the Army, and under the command of 
the superior army officers. 

“Whatever view may be taken it cannot be con- 
sidered as u distinct aeny organization, inde- 
pendent of the departments of the Army and Navy, 
and under the supervision and control of neither of 
them, having no superior outside of its own officers, 
except the President. Such a position is at war with 
the whole policy of the distribution of power among 
the executive departments, as we have already 
shown; and while it may be true that it is not so 
exclusively a part of the Navy as ships aud Navy- 
yards are, yet its general supervision and control 
remain with the Navy Department.” 








A PREss despatch from Louisville, Ky., Feb. 15, 
says: **The Damascus Edged Tool Corporation or- 
ganized this morning under their charter and elected 
a board of officers, with Charles Godshaw as Presi- 
dent.

This was the estimate we gave last week, and 
possibly that of Major Huberding is of a different 
date. It is announced this week that 68,200 infantry 


and 4,800 riflemen, making a total of 73,000 men, of 
the German reserves, have been summoned to drill 
during the present week. Major Huberding declared 
to the Reichstag that the French batteries now con- 
tain 452 mounted pieces more than the German, the 
latter having 1,404 to the 1,856 of France. On the 
other hand, the Germans are very much stronger 
than the French in cavalry. 
ince Bismarck, in the speech from which we 
quoted last week, said further: “Gentlemen: | 
think that no Chief of a State would voluntarily 
undertake the great responsibility of throwing a 
firebrand into the tinder which is amassed more or 
less in all countries. Strong Governments are guar- 
antees of peace, but the passions of the people, the 
ambition of party leaders, the excitement of public 
opinion—these are elements which may “become 
stronger than Goveruments. Germany must be 
strong and well prepared for war. The army is the 
very first institution of all in the country, for it 
alone renders the existence of all other institutions 
possible. All political and civil liberty, all the re- 
sults of culture, the finances, the State, all stand or 
fall with the army. After the peace of Frankfort it 
was above all imperative to maintain peace and 
utilize it as long as possible in order to consolidate 
the German realm. We recognized it to be our 
paramount duty to conciliate the States with whom 
we had waged war. We have succeeded completely 
in the case of Austria. Our relations with Austria 
re more cordial and stable than they ever were in 
the German Confederation, in spite of all written 
conventions, or in the time of the Holy Roman Em- 
pire. The questions which were in dispute for cen- 
turies bave been settled in mutual trust and with 
mutual good will. Our relations with Russia are at 
present of as cordial a character as they were under 
the late Czar, and our relations as far as we are con- 
cerned willin no way be disturbed. But when it 
comes to France it is a very different matter. The 
establishment of peaceful relations with her is ren- 
dered especially difficult by the-fact that the 
estrangement is the result of a long-continued 
litigation regarding the settlement of the frontier, 
which has been in dispute ever since the time when 
France achieved her complete national unity and 
became a consolidated monarehy. The contest be- 
gau, if we view the matter in its purely historical 
aspect, with the seizure of the three bishoprics of 
Toul, Metz, and Verdun. This 1s a forgotten fact, 
and | mention it merely on account of the historical 
connection. We do not intend to conquer either 
Toul or Verdun, and as for Metz, we possess it. But 
since that time there has hardly been a generation 
which has not been forced to draw the sword against 
France, and is this period of boundary disputes with 
France definitively terminated, or is it not? You 
can know that as littleasI. 1 can but express my 
opinion that it is not terminated; that it cannot be 
without a complete change in the character of the 
French and in the location of the frontier. We on 
our part have done everything to make the French 
forget the past. Francein all her endeavors has 
had our assistance and sympathy, except in that 
which has had for its object the acquisition of a 
portion of the Rhine frontier. Wecan consent to 
this neither in Alsace nor further down the river. 
But we have earnestly sought to be complaisant 
towards France in everything else and to satisfy her 
where possible. We not only have no reason to at- 
tack France, but positively not even the intention. 
“Tf the French will — remain at peace until we 
attack ber, then peace will be secured to eternity. 
(Loud applause.] What indeed should we seek to 
obtain from France? Should we aunex still more 
French territory? 1 was,I must candidly confess, 
not inclined, in 1871, to annex Metz. I was then in 
favor of a lingual frontier. But [sought advice from 
the military authorities before reaching a final deci- 
siop. I consulted our military authorities, especi- 
ally my friend now sitting before me (Von Moltke) 
Could we consent to forego taking one or the other? 
{ received the answer : ‘ Belfort, yes; Metz is worth 
100,000 men ; the question is whether we want to be 
100,000 men weaker when a new war breaks out with 
France.’ | thereupon replied: ‘We must take Metz.’

Tbe walls of Paris 
have been demonstrated to be useless, and the 
French do vot iviy on them in apy way asa means 
of defeuce. 

M. Ricard says: ** The Empire had only sufficient 
mopey to oppose 154 batteries to the enemy ;_ to-day 
we can harness 437." As to the tremendous effectives 
which are the order of the day, the writer hus little 
faith in them. He observes that “in August, 1870, 
the Germans marched only 780,723 men into France. 
It was in February, 1571, tbat they had the largest 
force—936,915 men. More would have greatly em- 
barrassed them. An army of 2,000,000 men is an ab- 
surdity. Large effectives mean war during peace, 
war waged with millions of money. We bave had 
this war for the last 15 years.”

The order further says tbat the re- 
peating magazive rifle is only to be used when the 
enemy is at a distance from 300 to 800 metres (in the 
case of cavalry at 300 metres), and officers drilling 
reserves are instructed to bring the men to close 
quarters before pe: mitting them to use the repeat- 
ing rifle. 

ENGLAND, says a London paver, may be considered 
safe for the present from any attacks by land on ber 
gigantic American, Afriean and Australian Colon 
ies ; but even there we find considerable neglect of 
necessary precautionary measures. The Canadian
